BCC, SUAB Cooperate 


Broome Community College is 
playing a uniquely cooperative role 
in the State University at 
Binghamton’s new Bachelor of 
Technology program. 

Students in the program are using 
some of the BCC laboratories, under 
the direction of faculty members 
from both colleges. 

This is the program that offers a 
degree from SUNY Binghamton, but 
the associate in applied science 
degree from two-year colleges lixe 
BCC is a prerequisite for 
admittance. 


The courses are offered in the late 
afternoon and evening,and most of 
the students are currently employed 
as engineering technicians. 

‘We have the laboratories and the 
needed equipment,’’ BCC President 
Smith explained, ‘‘so it makes sense 
for us to cooperate with SUNY 
Binghamton, instead of having them 
build and equip the laboratories 
from scratch. 

“We're pleased to cooperate in 
this way, particularly in view of the 
fact that our engineering technology

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New Policy for 
Those with AA, 


AS Degrees 


Graduates of transfer programs 
at community colleges, like Broome, 
are now assured admission to four- 
year colleges in the State University 
of New York system, according to a 
new SUNY guaranteed transfer 
policy. 

This policy goes into effect in the 
fall of 1974, and it applies to 
community college graduates who 
earn the Associate in Arts (AA) and 
Associate in Science (AS) degrees. 

Graduates of BCC’s liberal arts 
program receive the AA degree and 
graduates of the engineering science 
and business administration 
curricula are awarded the AS 
degree. About 42 percent of the 
Class of 1973 received these degrees. 

State University plans to extend 
this guarantee to all graduates of 
community colleges in the future. 

Recipients of the Associate in 
Applied Science degree—which goes 
to those who complete all other 
curricula at BCC—will also be 
included in this policy, ‘‘as rapidly 
as appropriate existing programs 
are expanded and new programs 
developed,’’ according to the policy 
adopted by the SUNY Board of 
Trustees. 

“Until now, there was no 
university-wide policy, and each 
four-year college of the State 
University system made its own 
decision on transfer applicants who 
were graduates of community 


colleges,’’ said BCC President 
Sigmund A. Smith. 
‘“‘We are pleased that the 


university has adopted a policy to 
enable our graduates to enroll in the 
third year of a program that will 


permit them to earn their 
baccalaureate degree within two 
years’”’ he added. 


The new policy also encourages 
four-year SUNY colleges to give 
two-year college graduates the same 
consideration in awarding financial 
aid as that given to all other new and 
returning students, President Smith 
explained.

Five of Broome Community college’s 8,593 alumni 

are living in Alaska. Ross Bennett, 1966 graduate in 

mechanical technology, is one of them and he recently 

wrote this letter at the request of the editor of this 

newsletter: 
My wife and I have now been living here in 
Anchorage, Alaska for a little more than two years. I 
am stationed here with the U.S. Air Force and hope to 
remain here until my discharge in January, 1975. I 
would also like to anticipate remaining here in Alaska 
for an indefinite period after that, if civilian 
employment allows. 


Alaska opens the door to a very unique and 
challenging way of life. Anchorage, for example, is a 
modern, industrialized city offering practically any 
type of job opportunity from bush pilot to computer 
programmer. Yet, one only has to travel a few 
minutes outside the city to be surrounded by some of 
the most splendid wilderness in the world. 


The spirit of Alaska is reflected in the many outdoor 
recreational opportunities available such as 
canoeing, back-packing and hiking, winter skiing, 
and of course hunting and fishing, to name just a few. 
Believe it or not, the summer months do get warm 
enough for swimming and water-skiing, although the 
water does remain quite cool. 


Living in Alaska, however, does have a few 
drawbacks. The cost of living is very high, the 
winters are long and sometimes very cold, the hours 
of daylight are very short during the winter months 
which increase the awareness of the long winters. 
Also, Alaska is quite isolated from the ‘‘southern’’ 
states and it is rather costly to travel to and from the 
lower 48. 

The people of Alaska, however, are warm and 
friendly and make you feel welcome from the 
moment they meet you. You could be a millionaire or 
have only a few cents in your pocket and they would 
treat you the same.

23% of County HS Grads Attend BCC 
Ist Part of State Audit 


Cath. Central 
Sends Highest 


Percentage, 42 


A total of 28 percent of last June’s 
high school graduates in Broome 
County have enrolled at Broome 
Community College this year. That’s 
more than one out of every four. 

This marks the 11th year in 
succession that at least 20 percent of 
the county’s high school graduates 
have come to BCC, and it’s also the 
sixth consecutive year that this 
percentage has been at least 25 
percent. 

For the third straight year, 
Catholic Central sent a higher 
percentage of its graduates to BCC 
than any other county high school. It 
was 42 percent this time. 

Here is the percentage of 
graduates from each of the high 
schools that have enrolled in BCC’s 
freshman Class of 1975, according to 
the college’s annual Report.

There were 1341 freshmen 


admitted, of whom 772 are men and 
569 women. 

“Considering the fact that not all 
area high school graduates continue 
to college, this over-all figure of 28 
percent is significant,’’ according to 
BCC director of admissions Robert 
Pufky. 

“We also see in our report that 83 
percent of our freshmen class 
resides in Broome County,’’ he 
pointed out, too. ‘‘This tends to 
support the fact that Broome 
Community College does, in fact, 
meet the educational needs of our 
community.”

The first phase of the state audit of 
Broome Community College was 
made public late in September, and 
it showed that the college generally 
adhered to the prescribed Federal 
regulations and procedures for 
administering Federally aided 
programs and grants. 

But the audit also criticized the 
college for keeping inadequate 


accounting records. It 
recommended the establishment of 
accounting records that will 


properly reflect the program and 
grant transactions and that will 
meet the requirements of the 
Federal regulations. 

This first phase of the audit 
concerned itself solely with 
administration of Federally aided 
programs and Federal grants at the 
college between June 1, 1968 and 
March 31, 1973. 

“It is my observation that much 
improvement is needed in our fiscal 
policies and procedures,’’ 
commented BCC President Sigmund 
A. Smith. 

“T ask everyone in the college 
community to be patient and 
cooperative as we begin to 
implement new policies (and often 





Alumni Donate Funds 
For Reading Center 


A new Reading and Study Skills 
Center has been established at 
Broome Community College, and 
the school’s Alumni Association is 
responsible, as it provided the 
funds for this new facility. 

It is designed to assist students 
who have difficulty in reading 
and/or studying, as well as those 
students who wish to continue to 
develop their abilities in these two 
areas. 

Mechanical devices, such as 
special projectors, viewers and 
reading controllers, are used. Most 
of them have variable speed 
adjustments to enable students of 
different levels of proficiency to use 
them and to enable a student to 


improve his own pace and 
comprehension. 
In addition, commercially: 


prepared reading material 
especially designed to help improve 
reading and study ability are on 
order and expected shortly. 

Carl Taylor is in charge of the 
center, which is located in Room 206 
of the Administration Building and 
which is operated by the English 
Department. 

The center is not yet ready for full- 
scale operation, as it is still 
receiving the necessary material 
and equipment. But a number of 


sutdents are using it and benefitting 


from their experiences. 

Full-time use is expected for the 
start of the winter quarter in 
December, and plans are under way 
to develop three course for the 1974- 
75 college year. Students will be 
using the center on their own for the 
balance of this academic year.

drastic changes in existing policies) 
that will enable us to conform with 
all acceptable financial practices.” 

President Smith also noted that 
the college had begun to implement 
several of the recommended 
changes before the audit was 
published. ‘‘We began making some 
changes as early as last May,’ he 
said, pointing out that the audit had 
begun in April. 

“The other recommendations will 
be implemented before this 
academic year ends,’’ President 
Smith added. 

The audit pointed out that college 
officials were in agreement with all 
the recommendations of the 
auditors. 

The audit revealed, too, that the 
college had lost $1782 in Federal 
funds by not applying for 
administrative expenses, as 
permitted, in conducting the College 
Work-Study Program and 
administering the awards made 
under the Educational Opportunity 
Grant Program. 

The auditors recommended that 
the college attempt now to recover 
the maximum amount permitted by 
Federal regulations. 

The audit was undertaken at the 
request of the college, when it 
became apparent that a number of 
irregularities in the management of 
the college finance office came to 
light shortly after President Smith 
took office Feb. 1. 

The college also took the initiative 
to make public the fact that an audit 
was in progress, as well as to release 
the first phase, he noted. The 
remaining part or parts of the audit 
are expected soon, since the auditors 
have officially completed their work 
on the campus. 

Copies of the first phase are 
available for review in the college 
library for anyone interested.

This policy is part of an increasing 
emphasis in State University to 
make the community colleges the 
“entry point for students within the 
State University system,’’ according 
to a statement from the SUNY 
Board of Trustees. 

Four-year colleges will begin to 
serve more third and fourth-year 
students in the future, moving to a 
40 percent-to-60 percent ratio 
between lower division and upper 


division students. 


The new policy, it should be 
pointed out, applies only to transfer 
within colleges in the State 
University system, President Smith 
stated. ‘“‘The SUNY college 
presidents, however, have been 
urged to consider other transfer 
opportunities with their independent 
college colleagues,’ he added. 


SUNY’s Application Processing 
Center will function as a clearing 


house for two-year college 


graduates who seek to transfer. 
SUNY’s Admissions Assistance 
Center, which has information about 
openings at four-year colleges and 
about programs offered, will also 
help in the process. 


Presidents of the four-year SUNY 
Colleges will have the responsibility 
of finding a spot for those 
community-college graduates who 
cannot be placed by the centers. 


BCC Foundation Aids 189 with $53,576

The Broome Community College 
Foundation held its annual meeting 
on Oct. 31 with the following 
significant results and disclosures: 


@Frank Paul, general manager of 
IBM _ Endicott, was elected 
president. 

@ It was disclosed that 189 students 
had received $53,576 in financial aid 
from the Foundation during the 
most recent college year. 

@A new fund drive would most 
likely be undertaken, starting 
shortly after the first of the new 
year. 

@ More students are applying for 
financial aid each year at a time 
when the Federal government is 
cutting back on funds for this 
purpose. 


Mr. Paul, who is a former trustee 
at the college, will serve for one year 
along with vice-president A.L. 
Naylor, treasurer Jack Haulton and 
secretary Rose Lewis. 

Mr. Naylor is president of The 
Fairbanks Co., Mr. Haulton vice 
president and cashier of the First- 
City National Bank of Binghamton, 
and Mrs. Lewis vice-president of 
Ellis Brothers & Joseph furniture 
store. 

Mr. Paul succeeds Carl R. Gitlitz, 
who has completed five years in the 
position. During that time he 
strengthened the Foundation and 
increased the amount of money it 
raised and amount of financial aid 

made available for students at the: 
college. 

He has recently been elected 
chairman of the college Board of 
Trustees. 


It was revealed during the 
meeting that the number of 
applicants for financial aid among 
the student body at BCC has grown 
from about 350 in the fall of 1971 to 
900 in 1972 to 1200 this fall. The 
projection for next year is about 
1400. 

At the same time, the amount of 
available financial aid from the 
Federal government has dropped 
from $160,000 in the fall of 1971 to 
$140,000 last year to about $125,000 
this year

President Smith said he believes 
the concept of merit is an important 
one for a college to stress. He hopes 
to establish a fund to support this 
concept, so that those who are cited 
for meritorious performance can be 
rewarded financially. 

He proposed this idea to the 
County Legislature last spring, and 
it was accepted in principle, 
although the legislators chose not to 
support the college’s request for 
funds this year. 

Each of the above faculty 
members has received a special 
letter of commendation from 
President Smith, along with a 
certificate of distinguished service 
to Broome Community College. 


Full-time day student enrollment 
at Broome Community College 
dropped 2% percent again this fall, 
according to the annual fall 
enrollment report. 


The 1973 fall student body total is 
2258 full-timers, compared to 2318 a 
year ago and 2380 in 1971. 


The college is continuing to attract 
students in substantial numbers, 
however, as there are 2020 part-time 


students in credit offerings to 
account for a total of 4,278 students 
taking credit courses. 


When one adds in the part-time 
students enrolled in the non-credit 
offerings of the ‘‘mini’’ courses in 


the evening, the total enrollment 
reaches over 6,000, About 2,000 
students are taking ‘“‘mini’’ courses, 





She’s 52 and Enjoys Life as Student 


Contrary to popular belief, college 
is not only for those just out of high 
school. Broome Community 
College, for example, currently has 
at least eight students who are over 
38 


One of these is Margaret Tyarks, 
a 52-year-old retired Army nurse 
who is “really enjoying”’ her college 
experience and who is doing well 
with the books. She has been on the 
President’s List during all three 
terms at BCC to date. 

She is on a non-paid leave of 
absence from Binghamton State 
Hospital and is seeking her college 
education as preparation for 


retirement. 

After graduation from BCC in 
June, she plans to transfer to SUNY 
Binghamton, get her baccalaureate 
degree, return to State Hospital, and 
then go into social work during her 
retirement years. 

A native of Johnson City, she 
joined the military serviceas a nurse 
during World War 2, enlisting in May 
of 1944. Part of her tour of duty was 
overseas, as she got to Iwo Jima 
several months before the war 
ended. 

She is now a senior in BCC’s 
liberal arts program, and she has 
overcome her initial reluctance to 


mingle with the far younger 
students. ‘‘We get along great,’’ she 
said recently. 

“T don’t care what anyone says 
about their ragged jeans and long 
hair.

The slight drop in the full-time 
enrollment figures confirms the 
statements made by BCC President 
Sigmund A. Smith last. spring 
shortly after he took office. 


Noting the application figures at 
BCC and elsewhere among colleges 
in New York State, he predicted a 
leveling off of enrollment in the 
years immediately ahead. 


The enrollment figures break 
down to show that there are 1337 
freshmen and 931 seniors. The part- 
time figures include 1746 people 


taking credit courses in the evening, 


220 in day courses, and 54 freshmen 
from Binghamton General 
Hospital’s Nursing School.

while they were exchange students 
in high school in the area—like 
Eduardo San Miguel, an electrical 
technology senior from Ecuador. 


He started a chain reaction by 
recommending the college to his 
friend, Rafael Guerrero who came 
here from Guayaquil in Ecuador this 
fall to enroll as a freshman in the 
electrical technology program. 
Grace Chang came from Taiwan at 
the urging of her friend Hanna Hu, 
who graduated from BCC last year 
in the business curriculum, 

There are two students from Hong 
Kong, the two noted above from 
Ecuador, and then one each from 
Greece, Ethiopa, Taiwan, Ghana, 
Gambia and the West Indies, in 
addition to the Canadian gal 
referred to above. 


Except for those from the English 
speaking nations in Africa and the 
West Indies, most of them battle the 
language barrier. But they manage 
to survive the struggle. As Eduardo 
San Migual says, “I find the 
language a barrier to quick 
comprehension but not to complete 
understanding.” 

He passed all his courses last 
year, continues to improve in his 
comprehension of English, and has 
no regrets about his decision to stay 
in the United States following his 
senior year at Maine-Endwell High 
School as a Rotary transfer student. 


He likes it in the United States and 
in the Triple Cities, but he feels 
obligated to eventually return to 
Ecuador to help his family, which is 
supporting him while he is here, and 
because he feels he will have 
excellent opportunities there. 

He does plan to continue his 
studies in the U.S. though to earn a 
baccaluareate degree in engineering 
technology. 


Eduardo studied English for a 
little over a year in the Berlitz 
School in Ecuador before coming to 
the U.S. All of the foreign students 
have learned some English before 
coming here, but they still find that 
the adjustment to a _ strange 
language and to a country foreign 
for them is a king-sized challenge. 

BCC’s Counseling Center is trying 
to help these students, as Alan 
Bennett has been designated the 
adviser for the foreign students on 
campus.

Broome Community College’s 
perenially powerful basketball team 
will forsake the home-court 
advantage five times this year to 
play “home games” in the new 
Broome County Veterans Memorial

The first two games in the new 
multi-million dollar facility come 
right at the start of the season, as the 
Hornets’ annual Turkey Trot will be 
contested there on Nov. 23 and 24, 
after a Thanksgiving night 
doubleheader in the BCC gym on 
Nov. 22. 

Coach Dick Baldwin has lined up a 
strong field for the Turkey Trot, with 
nationally recognized powers 
Ferrum Junior College in Virginia, 
Brandywine in Delaware and Ulster 
in Kingston, N.Y. Ulster finished 
fourth in last year’s National Juco 
Tournament. 

Other opponents booked for the 
Arena are Robert Morris from 
Pittsburgh on Jan. 5, Westchester on 
Jan. 26, and the St. Bonaventure 
Frosh on Feb. 13. Westchester and 
Robert Morris pinned two of the four 
losses on last year’s Hornets. 

Tickets for the Arena games will 
be $3 for reserved seats, $2 for 
general admission, and $1 for season 
ticket holders. All tickets will be on 
sale in advance, both at the Arena 
box office and at BCC. 

The Hornets’ big problem this 
season seems to be inexperience, as 
Lee Strubeck is the only starter back 
from last year’s club that won 30 and 
lost four. Baldwin has some 
promising freshmen, however, “but 
it takes time for them to learn our 
system and to adjust to college 
ball,’’ he says.

Students 
To Study at 


Both Campuses 


Broome Community College and 
State University at Binghamton 
have combined on a “milestone” 
program to offer a student 
simultaneous degrees from the two 
institutions. It’s a unique innovation 
in higher educational circles. 

The student will take courses on 
both campuses during his four-year 
college career and at 
commencement be awarded an 
associate degree from BCC and a 
baccalaureate degree from SUNY 
Binghamton. 

Purpose of this two-degree 
program is to prepare a student for 
an applied field by means of the 
Associate in Applied Science degree 
at the same time that he—or she—is 
earning the more prestigious 
baccalaureate degree. 

The way it works, in brief, is that 
the student takes the courses 
required in the associate degree 
program as the electives permitted 
in the baccalaureate curriculum. 

He can thus graduate, for 
example, with an AAS in electrical 
technology from BCC and a B.A. in 
chemistry from SUNY Binghamton. 
Or she can graduate with an AAS in 
secretarial sciences from BCC anda 
B.A. in literature from SUNY 
Binghamton. 

BCC President Sigmund A. Smith 
and SUNY Binghamton President C. 
Peter Magrath have combined their 

efforts to put this unique program 
into effect. They were motivated by 
the fact that many graduates of two- 
year colleges are finding it easier to 
get jobs than graduates of four-year 
universities. 

“This program addresses itself to 
the problem in which graduates of 
four-year colleges often take their 
first job in fields quite unrelated to 
their original curricular 
objectives,’’ explained President 
Smith. ‘‘We want them to have 
readily marketable skills, too, so we 
are suggesting that we provide both 
an academically sound liberal arts 
program with an accompanying 
opportunity to pursue a core of 
occupational! training.”’ 

Thwarted in their attempt to have 
the Federal government provide 
funding for this new concept, 
Presidents Smith and Magrath have 
gained the support of State

Corrigan is due to arrive on 
campus and take over his new duties 
on Dec. 10. He has been the director 
of planning and evaluation for the 
Lake Area Health Education Center 
in Erie, Pa., and he earned his 
baccalaureate, masters and 





doctorate degrees at Indiana 
University. He is 36 years 
old,married and has five children. 

Cann and Dougherty are veteran 
faculty members and admin- 
istrators at BCC, who will serve as 
acting deans until permanent 
appointments are made. These will 
most likely come from outside the 
campus and not before the first of 
the year. 

Cann will then go back to teaching 
in the accounting department and 
Dougherty will fill the new position 
of director of management systems. 

The naming of the 19 department 
chairmen was completed when 
Mary Schum was reappointed head 
of The Medical Office Assistant and 
Medical Record Technology 
Department.
